i-  few  criticisms  have  been  made  recently  that  some  of  our  per sonnel are  some- 
vrtiat  reluctant  to  assist  other  Divisions.

Let  us  make  it  a  point  to  give  each  other  a  helping  hand  wherever  possible, 
please  remember  that  one  of  the  factors  used  in  our  efficiency  rating  charts  is 
"Cooperativeness" •     Lot  us  all  strive  to  have  "plus"  marks  on  our  personal  efficien- 
cy ratings  on  that  factor. 

JMCH  FOR  £UPjPLUSES_ 

.'-11  field  per sonnel  are  urgently  requested  to  report  immediately  any  crop  con- 
dition which  may  possibly  develop  a  surplus.     It  is  incumbent  upon  this  Branch  to 
take  appropriate  steps  to  handle  surpluses  for  the  benefit  of  growers.     They  have 
been  removed  by  government  purchases  in. the  past,  but  it  is  certain  that  such  pur- 
chases can  be  held  to  a  minimum,  or  perhaps  be  made  unnecessary,  if  the  Marketing  ' 
programs  office  serving  the  territory  in  which  the  surplus  appears  imminent  is  ad- 
vised promptly  so  that  they  can  take  steps  to  move  the  surpluses  in  commercial  chan- 
nels.    Thus,  the  necessity  of  the  Government  supporting  the  market  with  gqvernmont 
funds  will  be  avoided. 

This  will  be  one  of  the  finest  services  our  people  can  render  in  the  "Tar  effort 
and  every  employee  is  expected  to  he  constantly  on  the  alert  in  order  to  detect  and 
report  such  situations.

VEGET^LE  mRm^tm  £ITUATI0N 

Current  interest  in  vegetable  marketing  centers  chiefly  on  tomatoes,  cabbage, 
sweetpotatoes  and  onions.     The  movement  of  the  very  large  Texas  early  spring  tomato 
crop  is  now  approaching  its  peak.     Prices  for  good  quality  have  been  v;ell  maintained 
There  is heavy # volume  of  movement  below  U.  So  No.  1  grade  and  of  smaller-  sizes 
which  is,  tending  to  depress  the.,  market.     The  cabbage  market  has  strengthened  moder- 
ately in  the  last  few  days  as  the  very  heavy  movement  from  southern  states,  parti- 
cularly Georgia,  has  declined  somewhat.     The  low  yield  of  early  spring  Texas  onions 
and  decreased  acreage  of  late  spring  c^op  has  resulted  in  improved  demand' conditions 
for  Texas  onions.     Swcetpotato  prices  in  city  markets  remain  near  coiling  for  good 
quality  stock.     There  has  been  some  complaint  from  producing  arc-as^  particularly 
North  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  as  to  satisfactory  outlets.

,    T<ar  Food  Order  22.9  -is  being  -revised  and  emended  to  provide  for  increased  re- 
quirements of  U.  S.  military  and  war  service  claimants*     Canned  sweetpotatoes  are 
being  added  to  the  list  of  canned  vegetables  which  must  be  set  aside  under  the 
order..  'The  amendment  also  provides  that  all  quantities  of  the  set  aside  items 
packed  in  excess  of  200  per  cent  of  the  base  pack  must  be  set  aside  and  made  avail- 
able for  purchase  by  the  Quartermaster  in  -addition  to  the  set  aside  per  cent  of 
the  base  pack  specified  in  the  order* 

Conner s  who  are  in  violation  of  ViFO  22,6  due  to  failure,  to  fulfill  their  .19W-!- 
quota  obligations  are  not  eligible  for  subsidy  payments  on  canned  corn,,  peas,  snap 
beans,  tomatoes,'  tomato  products,,  tomato  s cup  and  pea  soup*  :  Usually  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  the  product  was  set  aside  to  fulfill  quota  obligations  but  upon  in- 
spection a  part  or  all  of  the  product  failed  to  meet  Ajnay  specifications  and  the 
canner  was  unable  to.  offer  other  lots  meeting  specif icat ions,. having  shipped  the  ..

With  the  termination  of  Florida  Grapefruit  Regulation  No..  59  effective  on 
April  30 t  1945*  grapefruit  shipments  from" Florida  will  be  unregulated  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  current  marketing  season. '   It  had  become '  evident  that  the  season 
simple  average  on-troe  return  per  box- for  Florida  grapefruit  for  fresh  use  would 
be  in  ezc'Qss  of  season  average  parity.     Regulation  of  grapefruit  shipments  therer : 
fore  had  to  be  terminated  as  "further  regulation  would  not  effectuate  the  declared 
policy  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement  Act  of  1937j  as  amended.     It : was 
estimated  that  there  were  approximately  1,500.^000  boxes  of  Florida  grapefruit  re- 
maining as  of  April  29. 

PURCHASES  0F_EASTM^APPLES_  AND  APPLE  PR0D¥CTS_ 

The  tifar  Food  Administration  has  taken  steps  to  encourage  the  full  use  of  the 
unusually  large  stocks  of  small  and  lower  grade  apples  remaining  in  storage  in  the 
Appalachian  area  and  in  the  Northeast.     The  program  contemplates  continuation  of 
purchases  for  the  school  lunch  program  and  for  institutional  use  to  the  extent 
-outlets  are  available; -continuation  of  purchases  of  dried  apples;  price  support  on 
apple  chops  processed  fromA1944  apples  subsequent  to  April  1,   1945,   provided  pro- 
cessors purchase  such  apples  from  growers  at  not  "less  than  $1.25  Per  hundred  ; 
pounds;  and  on  vinegar  if  made  'from  apples  bought  after  April  1,  19a5,  onid  provided 
the  price  paid  to  the  growers  jis ..not  less  than  $1.00  per  hundred  pounds. 

The  above  program  is  in  addition  to  purchases  already  made  by  "■  7FA  of  more 
than  1,800,000  bushels  of  Eastern '  app  les  from  the  I9I1I+  crop  as  price  support 
measures  and  for  lend-lease.     Through  May  8,  approximately  9°9,976  bushels  have 
been  purchased  from  storage  as  a  means  of  moving  stocks  into  channels  where  they 
would  be  used.     To  reduce-  the  loss  to  growers  from  the  hurricane  wTiich  swept  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  last  fall,  AFA  purchased  5i|0,l42  bushels.    A  total  of  approxi- 
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mately  14.20, 000 'bushels  have  been  purchased  for  lend-lease* 
SOUTHERN  PEACHES 

The  production  of  peaches  in  ten  Southern  States,  as  of  Hay  1,  19^5,  was  indi- 
cated to  be  record  at  25,829,000  bushels  ,■  which  is  61|  per  cent  above  the  10-year, 
193U~^3>  average  production  and  50  per  cent  above  last  year's  production.  Prospec- 
tive 19U5  peach  production  in  Georgia  is  indicated  to  be  7*812,000  bushels,  or  ^>6 
per  cent  above  the  10-year  average  and  70  Pcr  cent  above  last  year's  production. 
Recognizing  that  marketing  problems  will  be  experienced  in  moving  the  crop  from 
Georgia,  the  Industry  Committee  established  under  the  Georgia  peach  marketing ■ agree- 
ment program  recommended  to  the  Administrator  on  May  I).  that  the  shipment  of  peaches 
from  Georgia  be  limited  to  specified  grades  a  nd  sizes.     The  action  to  be  taken  on 
the  Committee's  recommendation  is  expected  to  be  announced  momentarily. 

MEETI_NGS__OF  CONCORD  GRAPE  INDUSTRY  ^VISORY  CGMlTTEES 

Representatives  of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  and  the  'Tar  Food  admini- 
stration met  with  members  of  the  Concord  Grape  Grower  Industry  advisory  Committee 
on  May  10  and  w  ith  members  of  the  Concord  Grape  Processor  Industry  Advisory  Commit- 
tee on  May  11.     Ceiling  price  regulations  for  1945  anc^  other  industry  problems  were 
discussed  at  these  meetings.     The  Concord  Grape  Producei — Processor  Industry  Advisory 
Committee,  originally  scheduled  to  meet  with  OPA  and  ATA  on  April  .23,  was  separated 
into  an  advisory  committee  for  growers  and  an  advisory  committee  .for  processors.

DRIED  FRUIT 
£i^PES_ANDJRAI S  INS 

Representatives  of  the  various  groups  of  the  California  grrpe  industry  met  in 
TJAshington  with  representatives     of  the  YJar  Food  Administration  from  April  JO  to 
May  2  for  consultation  relative  to  the  19^5  grape  and  raisin  program.     The  program 
is  now  in  the  process  of  development,  and  an  announcement  concerning  it  is  expected 
to  be  made  by  YJar  Food  Administration  within  the  next  week  or  10  days.

Importers  of  dates,  in  a  recent  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Branch  and  the  Procurement  and  Price  Support  Branch,  recommended  that  ap- 
proximately 28,000  tons  of  dates  which  are  expected  to  be  available  this  year  from 
Iraq  and  Iran  be  allocated  to  them  on  the  basis  of  individual  imports  during  the  six 
year  period  beginning  in  1935* 

It  also  was  suggested  that  "War  Food  Administration  withhold  for  JO  days,  two 
per  cent  of  the  dates  available  for  allocation  as  a  contingency  reserve  to  cover  any 
inequities  which  may  be  later  discovered.     This  reserve  is  intended  to  cover  require- 
ment s^  of  any  other  importers  who  may  be  found  to  have  imported  dates  during  the  base 
period,  and  to  whom  no  allocations  were  made.     If  no  others  are  found,  the  remain- 
ing quantity  will  be  prorated  among  the  nine  firms  to  whom  allocations  were  origi- 
nally given. 

Early  plans  for  importation  of  the  fruit  arc  being  made  so  that  the  supply  can 
be  packed;  shipped,  and  distributed  in  this  ccuntry  in  ample  time  for  the  Christmas 
trade*     In  pre-war  years  the  United  States  imported  about  25,000  tons  of  dates  annu- 
ally.    Imports  in  19^2  and  1943  were  negligible.
